HOW CRIME WAS DETECTED 


T. E. Haynes, W ho Passed Aw ay at 
Skidmore, In Northwest Missouri, 
a Few Days Ago. 


The sudden death a few' day s ag o 
of T. E. H ay nes, a w ealthy law y er of 
Skidm ore, fifty m iles north of 
S t 
Joseph, started an investig ation into 


his affairs w'hich has broug ht out the 
fact th a t he was a forg er ana an em ­ 
bezzler, and th a t his shortag es will 
am ount to fully $50,000. 
H ay nes rep­ 
resented R obert Stevenson, a T arkio 
capitalist and banker, and frequently 
m ade larg e loans on real estate se­ 
curity . 
He recently applied for a loan of 
$C000 on a farm w'hich form erly 
be­ 
long ed to the H ay nes estate. 
The pa­ 
pers contained the sig natures of all 
the H ay nes heirs, but they w ere all 
w ritten in one hand. 
T his aroused suspicion, and now it 
is claim ed th a t this practice had been 
kept up for som e tim e, and th a t larg e 
sum s w ere involved, the exact am ount 
not being determ inable until the in­ 
vestig ation has been concluded 
W hen Stevenson learned of the false 
sig natures, he telephoned his suspi­ 
cions to H ay ues, who collapsed, 
be­ 
cam e ill and died in a few hours. 
M any of Hay nes* friends believe he 
com m itted suicide. 
H is re la ti\e s are 
w'ealthy , and will m ake his shortag e 
g ood. 
H ay nes had no dissipated habits so 
far as is known, but he w as a plung er 
in real estate.

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BLEW OUT BRAINS 


Five Iowa Bankers Did 
Past Few Months. 
the 


SPECULATION CAUSED RUIN. 


Trusted Marvagers of Concern Could 
Not Face Failure or Exposure of 
Their Bad Methods. 


The 
epidemic 
of suicides among 
Iowa 
baakers, 
who, 
driven 
to 
desperation 
by 
business 
troubles, 
have blown their brains out recently , 
furnishes a theme for people who be- 
live in the potency of suggestion as 
a motive to action, say s a Des Moines 
dispatch. 
The 
psy chology 
of this 
series of tragedies is certainly an in­ 
teresting theme of speculation, os the 
tragedies have been shocking and un­ 
expected. 
Five managers of Iowa banks, all of 
them » opposed to bo rich men, and all 
ranking high for character and busi­ 
ness ability , have taken their own 
lives this winter. 
All of them did it 
in the same way , by blowing their 
brains out. 
These tive 
men 
were Harry T. 
May ne of Liun Grove, Buena Vista 
county , whose bank had been hard 
run for some time. 
May ne was very 
popular and, as has since been proved, 
was not guilty of any of the things 
charged to him after the failure. 
He 
did not speculate, and his bank would 
have been in good condition but for 
its relatione with other institutions, 
which pulled it down. He put a bullet 
into his head while ly ing in his 
at home, and the fact w’as not known 
until the next morning, 
George D. Wood, president of a bank 
at CJolfax and supposed to be a wealthy 
man, was the ne.vt banker to commit 
suicide. 
His 
bank has since been 
found in poor condition. 
Next came George D. Wood of S t 
Charles, who was not related to the 
Colfax man. 
Considerable 
my stery 
surrounds this tragedy . 
G. F. U ttterback of Signourney kill­ 
ed himself, and since his death it has 
been discovered that he had for a 
long time been sy stematically using 
the bank's 
money in speculations, 
substituting copies of notes for the 
originals, which in many cases he had 
disposed of to raise money for his 
speculations. 
The board of trade is 
credited with his dowmfall. 
At times 
he was far ahead of the game, but the 
end was the one which seems inevita­ 
ble in such cases. 
The last in this tragic series is 
Frank L. Larue of Coming. 
He had 
lived in Adams county many y ears, 
had been a county officer, was the 
confldente and adviser of his custom­ 
ers in all their business m atters, and 
he alway s gave good advice and stood 1 
by customers who were entitled to 
i t 
People came from all over the 
county to get Frank I.arue to advise

about
